signed. 

He was, however, elected Senator 
for the Department of the Seine in 
1876, as a follower of Gambetta, and 
was regularly returned to the Senate 
throughout his life. 

In the Dufaure Cabinet of 1877 he 
was Minister of Public Works, and 
in that position he inaugurated his 
scheme for the gradual acquisition 
of the railwavs by the State, and the 
construction of new lines ata cost of 
3.000,000,000 francs, and developing 
the canal system at the cost of a bil- 
lion. He retained this post in the 
Waddington Ministry, and succeeded 
his chief as Prime Minister and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs in 1879. This 
was the first of many times that he 
held the premiership. He passed an 
amnesty for the communists, and 
nmiaade a preliminary effort to. solve 
the question of church and state; 
but he was far too tolerant for Gam- 
betta, whose watchword was ‘‘Cler- 
icalism is the Enemy!” and their dif- 
ference brought about the downfall 
of his Cabinet in September, 1880. 

Eextocnded French Influence. 

But within 15 months he was 
again Premier and Minister of For- 
digen Affairs. At this time his re- 
fusal to join in England in the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria was the 
death knell of French influence in 
Fry pt. 

As Foreign Minister again in the 
Brisson Cabinet, and Premier again 
in the following year he took great 
strides in the sphere of French colo- 
nia] extension. In 1887 he became a 
candidate for the presidency of the 
republic, but he was too moderate 
for the radicals, and Sadi Carnot was 
elected.
